LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  August  1  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  continued  quiet  during  the  past  week  with 
sales  activity  at  a  minimum  in  practically  all  Mew  England  centers. 
Mill  interest  has  been  confined  this  week  to  keeping  in  touch  with  raw 
cotton  prices,  particularly  new  crop,  merely  for  the  purpose  of  keeping 

closely  informed  on  gray  goods  values  and  prospective  values.

"Nev  crop  inch  and  one-eighth  cotton  is  nominally  ouoted  400  to  425 
on  for  September-- October  shipment  in  middling.     This  is  fully  75  points 
below  old  crop  spots  or  prompt  shipment,  but  no  business  has  been 
reported  as  yet.    Very  few  have  definite  new  crop  quotations  for  lengths 
•above  inch  and  one  eighth,  and  there  has  not  been  enough  buying  interest 
in  them  to  make  any  urge  to  get  prices  on  these  longer  types.

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  August  7,  1937,  contains  the  follow- 
ing dispatch  from  the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
July  50: 

All  news  we  have  received  from  our  Branches  indicate  that  in 
all  districts  both  in  Upper  and  Lower  Egypt  the  plants  continue  to 
progress  satisfactorily.     Temperatures  have  been  on  the  high  side 
and  we  hear  of  a  few  complaints  of  falling,  and  premature  opening  of, 
bolls  in  Upper  Egypt,  but  the  damage  caused  has  been  insignificant. 
In  Lower  Egypt  the  high  temperatures  have  been  beneficial  as  they 
have  aided  the  ripening  of  the  bolls.    The  attack  of  the  pink  boll 
worm  has  been  so  far ,  less  pronounced  than  last  year  at  the  same 
period.    TTater  continues  rather  scarce  on  the  Delta,  especially  at 
the  ends  of  canals .

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  PIMA  AND  IMPORTED

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American- 
Egyptian  (Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  July  as  960  bales  of  500 
pounds  gross  weight,  compared  with  1,497  bales  in  June  and  1,535  bales 
in  May.    The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported 
as  having  been  5,906  bales  in  July,  compared  with  6,339  bales  in  June 
and  6,782  bales  in  May.
